Mr. Romer was born at Kew,

reptiles and pests, to do prosalc 
office work, and mapped out a 
career .of pest control for himself. 

His friends doubted the wisdom 
of this cholee, but he personally 
has never regretted it.

He.also assisted in the estabiish- 
ment of the British Herpetologl- 
cal Society. ° 
The Biological Circle met once 
a.month, and membership was 
extensive. Public ‘lectures were 
held, which were attended by 
copic who harboured a genuine 
interest In natural history. ~ . 
Onc of Mr. Romer’s most ap- 
preciated addresses. to the Circle 
was ao paper on cobras, with 
special reference to local species. 
He pacified many of his Mstenors 
when he revealed that none of 
Hong Kong's snakes are really 
harmful, Left alone, they will 
attack nobody; if trampled upon 
accldentally and a sting results, 
the danger of poisoning {s remote. 
Mr. Romer spends his holidays 
romping along country Janes in 
search of reptiles and insects. He 
has collected an extensive array 
of local snakes and pests, and he 
is taking a large assortment of

The mind of the ordinary, 
peace-loving, home-loving, un- 
political European—who {s never- 
theless the voter and the: .soldicr 
and the citizen of Europe—tis 
being attacked from a now 
direction, 3 

The change springs from the 
fading of the Communists’ post- 
war hopes of capturing Western 
Europe by democratic means—by 
stampeding ,tho middie-of-the- 
rond European into voting for 
them. . . 

When war finished they got 
propaganda control of most of 
the Resistance movements. They 
spread the theory that the natural 
antithesis to Fascism ‘was Com-, 
munism. They got thelr Ministers 
Into the Governments and mas- 
queraded as a normal democratic 


party. \ : 


Changed policy . 


Russian wns then still the great, 
liberating ally. The economic 
situation was everywhere des- 
perate, and the Communists could 
blame it on Capitalism. The non- 
Communists seemed complacently 
unaware of what was golng on. 
And milHons of Europeans with- 
out n single Marxist theory in 
their heads voted Communist. 

The turning-point’ may have 
been the Italian elections of 1948. 
But now, at ony rate, those in- 
fluences have faded, : 

In every country of Western 
Europe today. you hear that the 
scope of Communism is waning. 
The none-fanatical voters ae 
the 
forces arrayed. against jt have 
been greatly consolidated. 

.This docs not mean that Com- 
munism is actually weak. There 
arc stil more than 2,000,000 pafd-: 
up party members in Italy, and 
they can probably still command 
§,000,000 votes. ‘There are nearly 
480.000 members in France. (It 
Js always sobering to romember 
thet there were © about 25.0007 
Communists in, Russia at the time 
of the revolution.) 

But it docs mean that in no 
Western European country are 
the Communists now = muking 
headway with: -the electorate. 
They cannot hope to win an clec- 
tlon, So they must change their 
tactics.

They are, it is now plain, rying 


to do two things: First, they are 


trying to get a really strong hold 
on the minds of selected people 
instead of swaying the masses. 

Secondly, they are trying to 
create in the minds of ordinary 
Europeans a spirit of non 
resistance and defeatism. 

This first alm they are pursuing 
with ‘particular vigour in Italy, 
where ‘thelr strength {s olready 
great and the human material

“softening-up” of ordinary men. 
They are no longer told: “You aro 
being exploited by the capitalists

is worth dding, anything to avoid 
it. You won't be fighting for your 
country, anyway, you will only be 
fighting for’ tho interests of a 
selfish class. What Ss the point 
of wrecking everything and aete 
ting millions of people killed?” 

And so Europe fs in the grip of 
the Communist Peace Campaign. 
And it, js hard lo pretend thot it 
is not being successful. ,It docs 
correspond with what people 
genuinely feel. They do desperate~ 
ly want peace. 


“And there is no answer to It. 
You can try to debunk it, but you 
cannot compete with it. 


Their opponents are obliged to 
start off on a long rigmarole be- 
ginning: “When the Communists 
say they want peace, they ‘don't 
really want {t. What they are 
trying to do is,.."° The troubic 
fs that the Communists really do 
want peace-tHey. don't want the 
West Europeans to fight. 


So the stimulus of greed has 
been repInced by the stimulus of 
fear, The non-fanatical European 
is being condittoned to create a 
public opinion hostile to war pre- 
parations, to fight half-heartedly, 
or not at all, if war comes, and to 
join the winning side docilely jn 
the event of a successful coup 
d'etat or revolution, ~ 

The mind of the non-fanatical 
Europenn, so far as I can discover, 
js very far from being proof 
against such an attack, What can 
be done to defend him? 

What-is being done is, first and 
foremost, the debunking cam- 
paign, Jt is most intense in Italy, 
where Church and State are both 
hard at worl, Rome is smothered 
in posters showing the innocent 
Communist peace-dove spreading 
its wings to conceal the rapacious- 
eyed vulture hiding behind. 

In France, where the popula- 
tion is perhaps more susceptible 
to.a peace compaign than any- 
where else, the anti-Communist 
Press is throbbing with propa- 
ganda articles—though {t Is doubt- 
ful if the right people read them. 


Subtle ‘move 


The same‘process is going on 
mildly in the Nordic, Monarchist, 
Socialist, - Protestant ‘countries “of 
Europe. which- have so far, been 
more resistant to Communisin. 

But this peace motif is new, and 
more subtle. It appeals ulso tc 
those who have something to lost. 

‘Yhe trouble with all these at- 
tempts to defend the mind of the 
Western European ts that they 
ore negative, unconstructive, 
purely defensive, 

An idea capable of generating 
fonatical unscrupulousness must 
be fought with another _ positive 
idea of equal strength. In Rome 
they say: “Why flounder’ about 
trying to dream up something 
new. he least, try. the idea | of 


And whether. you Uke ft or 
not, you cannot escape the fact 
that in Europe today tho Catholic 
Church $s the only internationally 
organised force which is making 
a large-scale attempt to combat 


(Communism spiritually. , 


On the one hand, the Vatican 
has excommunicated Communists 
throughout Europe. Specifically. 
Christian or Catholic partics are 
in power in Italy, France,. Ger- 
many, Belgium, and Holland, to 
say nothing of Spain. : 

‘And, onthe other hand, more 
positive leaves have been taken 
out of the Communist book. In 
Maly, under Vatican auspices, 
local cells called “Civic .Com- 
mittees” have been organised to 
try to spread the idea of living as 
‘a decent Christian citizen. : : 

These committees have started 
hollday camps and -youth move- 
nients on.a large scale in order 
to indoctrinate’ the children. They 
have founded training schools for 
Christian’ “Activists.” They. stage 
special ‘propaganda _compaigns to 
coincide with local elections. And 
they -preach’ a, very. Left-Wing 
social and economic policy. «|

Washington, September 1. 
The number of strikes across 
the nation Ievelicd off after 
the Korean war started, the 
Bureau of. Labour Statistics 
reported. 
ork stoppages numbered 425 
in July, just about the same as 
reported for June. 

There wera fewer workers, in- 
volved in the 425 new stoppages 
in July than there had been been 
In June—225,000 compared with 
260,000. 

An Increase of- about five per 
cent in strike Idleness war noted, 
however, , Indienting the July 
strikes lasted longer. Tho. July 
stoppages cost 2,900,000 man days 
of work. 

Adding the strikes carried over 
from June into July, there was a 
total of 650 stoppages actually in 
progress during July, Involving 
400,000 workers. That was about
